Between the rough seas and 
having to shut down the diesel engines to clean the fuel filter every few hours, it was just too 
risky to attempt a landing. As they were heading back to Pitcairn, the team began making plans 
to operate in the upcoming CQWW Contest from Pitcairn. According to pilot station Dr. Bill, 
N6GNX, the team made it back OK to Pitcairn, however, once on the island the PIARA Ducie 
Island team decided not to operate during the CQWW weekend from Pitcairn. The reason given 
was that a diesel problem necessitated a dozen stops to clean the fuel filter just on the trip back 


to Pitcairn alone, and it was decided that it would be prudent to head back to the Gambier 
Island earlier (0100z) November 22nd. Before leaving, Kan, JA1BK, donated all the antennas 
and masts and 2 generators to the Pitcairn Island Amateur Radio Association (PIARA) for a 
future DXpedition.
